A LIMIT TO PARTYISM 


SHOULD BE NO POLITICS IN IM- 
PERIAL DEFENCE QUESTION. 


Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper Expresses 
Strong Opinions on Question of 
Navy. and Imperial Defence—Be- 
lieves that Both Political Parties 
Should Unite to Abolish Political 
Patronage. 


Halifax, N. 8—The doctrine that 
there should be no party when Can- 
adian public men and people come to 
consider questions of national and 
imperial defence was preached before 
& sympathetic and enthusiastic com- 
pany by Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 

. at a Canadian Club luncheon in his 
honor. ° 

Sir Hibbert, in support of his opin- 
ion that. there should be no party in 
such matters as defence and our posi- 
tion in the Empire, showed that our 
great national movements in the past 
had been guided by opposing leaders, 
who had come together in - days o 
crisis and practical coalition had been 
effected to serve the country’s needs. 
Sir Hibbert touched on the fact that 
the lure of gold in business life made 
it more difficult in the days of Laurier 
and Borden to obtain able men ready 
to serve their country than it was for 
Brown and Macdonald or Howe to en- 
list the greatest men im,the country’s 
service. 

He also urged that both political 
parties should unite utterly to abolish 
political patronage, the curse, he said, 
of all governments. 

Sir Hibbert thought there was a 
great misconception in regard to the 

resent agiteffon in Quebec. If Que- 
bac seeméd to vote against militarism 
and a navy, in imperial interests it 
should be remembered that there are 
men in Ontario and on the plains 
who do not wish to contribute one 
cent to national or imperial defence. 
These men must be educated. Be- 
cause of this we find Laurier dealing 
in language that might well puzzle a 
habitant, though he is proceeding on 
the right line. He is callng for funds 
for our militia and navy, which will 
soon amount to $10,000,000 a year, 
and yet he uses such expressions as, 
“We must avoid the maelstrom ot 
militarism as it is in England.” 

With conditions like this, what an 
oppofstunity there is for an oppositon 
leader to take advantage of it! 
Though he did not class Mr. Borden 
among political leaders who would 
stoop to this. The men, he thought, 
were living in_a fool’s paradise, who 
said, ‘““‘We in Canada need do nothing 
for imperial defence.” 

There should be unity of -psfties, 
first, to make Canadians absolutely 
loyal to a policy of sharing in the de: 
fence of the Empire and then to se- 
cure the abolition of the system of 
political patronage, the curse of every 
government, whether Liberal or Con- 
servative. We should share the tit- 
anic burden which rests on_ the 
fatherland, Let us drive to the four 
winds the Bourassas and Monks who 
would destroy .and render of no ef- 
fect the dreams of Howe and the men 
who strove to build and ennoble an 
Empire in which Canada should have 
an honorable part. 


WOULD SAVE WORLD BILLIONS 


Under Present System it Costs the 
World $2,250,000,000 Annually 
to Maintain Peace 

Hamilton, Ont. — The Canadian

Ottawa.—The bill Which Sir Rich- 
ard Cart®right is drawing up to deal 
with the control of terminal elevators 
and which hag been explained to the 
executives of the Western Grain 
Growers’ Association will; it is learn- 
ed, provide for the appointment of a 
commission of three to administer the 
existing grain and inspection act. 
This ‘commission will have drastic 
‘powers to deal with the supervision 
of grain in terminal elevators and. to 
prevent fraud by mixing or other 
means. The bill. will alec give the 

overnment authority to take over 
the elevators. 

The question of the advisability of 
purchasing the elevators will be left 
in abeyance until it is seen to what 
degree the administration of the ele- 
vators by a commission is a success. 

The farmers’ representatives, it is 
stated, while pregertins that the Gov- 
ernment should have adopted, in its 
entirety, the. proposal of complete 
Government ownership and _ control, 
said that they would. not express a 
definite opinion until the government 
plans were given a fair trial. It was 
maintained on behalf of the Govern- 
ment and department that better re-/} 
sults are likely to be accomplished 
through ‘an independent commission 
than under a scheme of Government 
ownership and control, and that it 
would not be wise to undertake the} 
larger scheme until control \by com- 
mission has been: given a fair trial.

’ Alexander Graham ‘Bell, the inventor of the telephone, comes irom a 
family that has made a-special study of sound and speech for three genera- 
tions. His grandfather; Alexander Bell, invented a method for removing 
impediments of speech;. his father, Alexander Melville Be’), was the inventor 
of “visible speech,” a system to teach deaf-mutes to speak; and the third of | 
the Alexanders, really ‘Alexander the Great” of his family, taught a piece 
of wire to carry the human voice many miles and deliver the message with- 
out a change. 

He was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1847, and after receiving his 
education at the High School and the University of his native town, went to 
London at the age of twenty to attend the University, but left on account 
of ill health, and in 4870 came to Canada with his father. Two years later 
he went to Boston, where he introduced his father’s system of teaching the 
deaf, and supported himself by. private classes. But the broa@er field of 
science attracted him most; in England and Canada he had carried on ex- 
periments in multiplex telegraphy which grew more fascinating as he pro- | 
ceeded, and in Boston ‘he interested two wealthy men who supplied funds ‘| 
for his experiments; but he had to teach by day for his own support. 

In 1874 came the’ first faint elusive germ of the telephone; it seemed 
such a will-o’-the-wisp to his partners that they would not listen to it; they 
were practical men with no time for such dreams. In 1875, after completing 
his mu!tiplex telegraphy, he went to Washington and found hie application 
for a patent had been contested by Elisha Gray, the great scientist.

OLD-TIME FO°TBALL, 


In 1175 the Game First Came Into 
Popularity. 


Football owes its origin to the Ro- 
mans, who played with a ball of cloth 
or leather stuffed with flocks, called 
harpastum, or with a windbag, called 
ollis, t 
It is not possible, says an English 
writer, to produce any direct evidence 
of the progress or popularity of the 
game in England prior to the year 
1175. It is fairly conclusively estab- 
lished, however, that football goes 
back several centuries. further thao 
cricket. In 1175 William Fitzstephen, 
writing in his history of London, 
mentions the fact that\it was the 
habit of the young men of the city to 
piay at the well-known, game of bal! 
after dinner. And there can be no 
doubt that this game was football, but 
what its outstanding features were 
ean only be a matter of guesswork. 
The game was confined to the lower 
classes; no rules existed for its con- 
trol; the contests seem to have been 
more in the nature of general scram- 
bles, the goals being placed at either 
end of a town or street; and the num- 
ber of players seem to have been. un- 
limited. 

Although popular, it met wyth op- 
position from the authoritie$.  Ed- 
ward II., in 1314, forbade football un- 
der pain of imprisonment, owing to 
the “‘great poise in the city caused by 
hustling over large balls, from which 
many evils might arise, which God 
forbid.”” The game, nevertheless, pro- 
gressed. In 1315 Edward ill. ordered 
his sheriffs to suppress “‘such idle 
practices,” because ‘the skill at 
shooting with arrows was almost to- 
tally luid aside for the purpose of 
various useless and unlawful games.” 
But so persistent were the popular 
classes in this almost national pas- 
time that Richard II. and his success- 
ors had; *to continue to proclaim 
against “‘tennisse, footballe, and other 
games.” This determined persecution 
had no appreciable effect, however. 
The people persisted in the game they 
faved better than the law. James III 
of Scotland also found it necessary to 
order quarterly practices of arms 
when “‘footballe and golfe be utterly 
eryed down Und not to be used.” 

Played almost exclusively by the ig- 
norant and rough, tabooed by the up- 
per classes, accompanied by frequent 
deaths and serious injuries occasion- 
ed by the excessive brutality and ruf- 
fianism displayed, football was as de- 
servedly’ persecuted in those days as 
jit is encouraged and patronized by 
royalty to-day. That the game was 
still unlawful in the time of Elizabeth 
is evidenced by the fact that a Mid- 
dlesex jury brought in a true bill 
against a number of persons who 
“with unknown malefactors to the 
number of 11 assembled themselves 
unlawfully and played a certain un- 
lawful game called foote-ball, by 
means of which unlawful game 
there was amongst them a great al- 
fray likely to result in homicides and 
serious accidents.” 

Stoubbs, in his “Anatomy of Abuses 
in the Realm of England,’ describes 
football as a devilish pastime, resv.t 
ing in brawling, murder and great ef- 
fusion of blood. Yet so far the gaine 
was more handball than football. he 
gradual refinement and regulation of 
4 gime resulted in a decreast of its 
popularity, so that at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century the game al 
most disappeared altogether, Ther 
the leading public schools took up the 
ame, each in its own particular style. 
n 1855 the Blackheath and _ Rich- 
mond clubs were formed, and in 1888 
the Football Association. In 1877 the 
number of players was reduced trom 
20 to 15. 


Mammoths In England. 


The discovery of remains, appar- 
ently thuse of a hippopotamus, a 
bison and other great beasts, in the 
peaceful County of Cambridgeshire, 
Engtand, is an event of some inter. 
est and perhaps of some scientific 
interest. 

It is well known, of course, in pre- 
historic ages the mammoths roamed 
England. Many remains of those 
early inhabitants of our isles have 
been found and more will probably 
be found when further excavations 
are. made, 

In partieuar, We remark in pass- 
ing. that the great plain at Aldershot 
seems to offer good opportunities to 
the scientific enquirer, for few who 
have examined it in even a cursory 
manner can doubt that it was at one 
time an inland sea, and this view is 
supported. by the discovery of shells 
in many exposed parts of the neigh- 
borhood. 

Be that as it may, the evidence 
that the hippopotamus made _ his 
hom? in the neighborhood of the 
present University of Cambridge 
seems conclusive, although he pru- 
dently disappeared long before the 
first. professor appeared on the scene 
to disturb his haunts by the incon- 
venient sciertific enquiries that oc- 
casionally embarrass the modern un- 
dergraduate. 

England was in those days a tropi- 
eal country, and evidently joined to 
the continent by a strip of land that 
has since disappeared, but the boggy 
lands of the Fen district need not 
otherwise have changed much until 
they were drained, for the soft, 
marshy soil and pools would offer a 
suitable home to the hippopotamus.
